In an effort to provide quarters for 
the expected, rush of school chlldrerf 
next fall, the property -comrttittee of 
school hoard is seriously considering 
a proposition to elect one, or pbfslbly 
two, portable school buildings. Such 
buildings seem to be the only solution 
of the problem in the 
Second and. 


Third wards. 


After thoroughly 
canvassing 
the 


Third ward, the committee has found 
no otitiding- that will conform 10 the, 
requirements of Uia new school code, 
which provides 15 feet of floor space 
a pupil, air space of not less than 200 
cubic feet a pupil, and light space of 
at least 20 per cent of the floor space, 
with the light coming- from the back 
or side of the pupils. As additional 
room is absolutely necessary in this 
ward, it is expected that the portable 
building will have to be resorted to, 
and erected somewhere on the school 
lot. 
, 


Th£$e buildings cost about $480 and. 


are constructed of frame in such man- 
ner that they may be assembled with 
ease. They are declared to be sub- 
stantial and have been found satis- 
factory in places where they have 
been adopted far school purposes. 
In the Second ward a school was 


maintained in the little building on. 
the Whaley property on York avenue. 
This accommodated 20 pupils. Thus 
a teacher was paid full wages to teach 
20 pupils whereas under other ^cir- 
cumstancea she would have had prob- 
ably 40 or 45. The rental of the build- 
ing was $180 for the term. Figuring- 
that they are losing- half the teacher's 
salary for paying her full wages for 
teaching half a school and counting 
in the, $180 rent, the dtrectota estimate 
that ifl^a year the saving w.ould Tje 
sufficient to pay for one of the portable 
tmildings- 


AnOther advantage of these build- 
ings would be that in case the con- 
gestion in one ward became greater 
than in another, the structure'could 
be packed up and erected where it 
was needed most.
